“Gen. Eisenhower's condition 
remains essentially unchanged. 
He is resting comfortably,” they

His position in bed in the third 
floor presidential suite is being 
changed frequently to combat 
the accumulation of fluid in the 
base of the right lung. A tube 
through his nose into his lungs 


is supplying oxygen. Food and 
medicine are being given intra­ 
venously. 
President Nixon, due home 
from his European tnp Sunday 
night, was being kept informed 
of the condition of the man he 
served for eight years as vice 
president. 
The Pentagon announced Fri­ 
day the onset of pneumonia, 
bringing a jarring halt to the 


steady 
stream 
of encouraging 
progress reports since Sunday 
night’s emergency surgery to 
eliminate an intestinal obstruc­ 
tion his doctors said could have 
been fatal. 
While

earlier in the week, doctors had 
also cautioned that the general 
“ will have to be watched espe­ 


cially carefully during the next 
two weeks.” 
The Pentagon announced that 
Eisenhower had spent a restless 
Thursday night and had trouble 
breathing, with his condition be­ 
coming “generally weaker” by 
Friday morning. 
Some 9 5 per cent of pneumo­ 
nia patients recover in this day 
of sophisticated antibiotics, the 
medical textbooks say. But the 


combination 
of 
Eisenhower’s 
age, his history of seven heart 
attacks and the fact that he was 
still in the critical postoperative 
period, lent an ominous note to 
the news of his latest reversal. 
Eisenhower’s 
condition 
is 
diagnosed as hypostatic pneu­ 
monia, which the doctors said 
“is a common problem follow­ 
ing surgery, particularly in the 
elderly.”

NEWSROOM NOTES —* Winters 
aren’t what they used to be, say 
climatologists, and they aren’t 
talking about the blizzard of ’88. 
Since about 19 50, 
a cooling 
trend has made winters a bit 
harsher and summers slightly 
milder in both North America 
and Europe. This 
reverses a 
warming trend that took place 
during the first half of the 20th 
century, says the National Geo­ 
graphic Society. 
Paradoxically, 
the 
experts 
suspect that man-created pollu­ 
tion 
is 
responsible for

trends. 
The warming may have been 
caused by carbon dioxide, pro­ 
duced by burning coal and oil. 
The cooling may be due to other 
forms of pollution — dust and 
smoke and other particles man 
is spewing into the air. 
One scientist with the Envi­ 
ronmental Science Services Ad­ 
ministration estimates that the 
carbon dioxide naturally present

President Richard M. Nixon v isits a T)e Gaulle 
who now has riv als waiting behind him with in­ 
creasing stn nglh. His recent announcement that 
he would stay throughout his full term as Presi­ 
dent, when many French thought he sounded ready 
to retire in a year or so if he achiev ed the peo­ 
ple's endorsement of his career, recognizes this. 
The man pressing him behind the seenes is 
former Premier Georges Pompidou. He is hardly 
known to our public but he is by all odds the tow­ 
ering figure in France today this side of President 
Charles de Gaulle. 
A strong man who treated ev eryone fairly, 
Pompidou 
has what the French call “du cran.” We 
call it guts. While De Gaulle stood brooding in the 
shadows like a morose stork, six-year Premier 
Pompidou pulled the chestnuts out of the fire for 
hum a hundred times. 
When De Gaulle spoke about labor and other 
problems from a safe and detached Olympian dis­ 
tance. Pompidou actually negotiated the De Gaulle- 
sav ing compromises. 
It was Pompidou, if anyone, who sav ed De 
Gaulle by personal persuasion that took the blind­ 
fold off his eyes and turned him toward surv iv al 
in the near-anarchy of May, 1968. And it was Pom­ 
pidou who urged him to stand for re-election last 
June and insisted he could win when De Gaulle, 
was talking merely of a referendum confirming 
his new measures. De Gaulle won the largest par­ 
liamentary majority any French gov ernment has 
held in nearly 100 years. 
The French Communist party membership had 
climbed 55.000 to a generally estimated 500.000. 
The demonstrated Communist v ote turned out to 
be around four million from this nucleus. And it 
was Pompidou who organized, 
managed in the 
grass roots and spearheaded the Gaullist landslide. 
The result is commonly attributed to Pompidou's 
sagacity, not De Gaulle’s. 
U was Pompidou who emerged best with the 
French people among the President’s supporters. 
Foreign Minister Maurice Couv e de Murv iile came 
out next best. The resounding Gaullist casualty 
was ambitious Finance Minister Valery Giscard 
rt'Estaing. 42, v ery popular in financial circles in 
our country. 
D’Estaing, performing what was v ery close to 
a Brutus from the inside, outsmarted himself. Bv 


his performance he lost out with De Gaulle, with 
Pompidou, with Couv e de Murv iile and with the 
v oters. 
Then, in an unconscionable act reminiscent of 
obligated and dependent German Kaiser Wilhelm 
IPs dismissal of Chancellor Otto v on Bismarck (in 
1890), De Gaulle fired loyal Pompidou. Instead of 
reappointing Pompidou as premier he gav e his 
place instead to the astonished Couv e de Murv iile. 
The word many French use for De Gaulle is 
“orgueil" — a consuming pride, a dramatic, sati­ 
ating v anity. And all Gaullists carefully watch out 
for the De Gaulle fangs. Gaullist leaders realize 
that the fastest way to get themselv es out of office 
is make a noise like a successor. 
De Gaulle always has shown a genius for com­ 
pounding his own problems, and doing so with the 
eclat of “Texas Jim” Bowie, who had a knife 
named after him. But when he booted out Pom­ 
pidou and gav e the premiership to Couv e de Mur- 
v ille. a mere technician and certainly neither a 
statesman nor a French leader, the latter's aston­ 
ishment was eq ualled 
by the 
French 
people’s 
astonishment — and anger. 
The French perpetually disagree among them­ 
selv es, hut talk with a Frenchman about honor 
and you hav e hit the core of the French soul. The 
reaction in France was that De Gaulle’s dismissal 
of Pompidou, after all the Premier had done, was 
dishonorable. 
Pompidou took the stab in the back well, lie 
was sphinx-like about both his fate and about De 
Gaulle. In a priv ate meeting with a high U.S. 
State Department official 
he merely stated. “I 
hav e supported General de Gaulle as best I could 
through the years.” 
Pompidou hided his time and shortly an­ 
nounced that if De Gaulle retired he “wonld con­ 
sider standing for the Presidency”—the statement 
which precipitated De Gaulle’s full-term announce­ 
ment. 
The Premier Couv e de Murv iile President 
Nixon v isits is a mere echo of De Gaulle’s footfall 
and v oice, and, below the surface, is disturbingly 
anti-American. Pompidou, if he succeeds De Gaul­ 
le at anv time, would immensely promote Franco- 
Ainericaii relations and could open a new era ac­ 
tually wished for by the majority of the French 
people themselv es.

ories, the Nav y inq uiry into the 
capture of the U.S.S. Pueblo re­ 
calls the long and sad inq uest 
into Pearl Harbor by a series 
of inv estigativ e bodies. In both 
instances, the top brass — mili­ 
tary, nav al and civ ilian — was 
less than passionate in its ef­ 
forts to arriv e at truth. At ev ery 
hand, here were people who 
wanted the facts forgotten more 
than they w’anted the full ac­ 
count told to the American pub­ 
lic. And in both 
instances, this 
has meant a search for patsies. 
Hav ing dev oted considerably 
time to a study of the Pearl 
Harbor hearings, I am struck 
by the similarities. The Pearl 
Harbor attack need not hav e 
resulted in the loss of life and 
ships that it did. The Pueblo 
need not hav e been captured. 
The blame for both resides in 
the top echelons of command 
and in the White House. But 
no one w ill say this flatly today, 
as no one 
dared 
to speak at 
the time two general officers 
were being pilloried for their 
“ responsibility” in the Army- 
Nav y lack of preparedness. 
Consider these facts: 
The 
commanders 
at Pearl 
Harbor were put on a sabotage 
alert. They were not kept in­ 
formed of what our Intelligence, 
which had cracked the Japanese 
code, knew’. When the warning 
was finally dispatched that Ja­ 
pan was going to war against 
the United States, with its car­ 
riers steaming on Hawaii and 
its planes poised for flight, it 
was sent v ia commercial radio 
rather than by the faster mili­ 
tary communications 
s ys t e m , 
and it arriv ed after the Jap­ 
anese had sunk most of our Pa­ 
cific fleet.

week before 
the attack, 
President Roosev elt, Secy, 
of 
State Cordell Hull and Secy, of 
War Henry Stimson were con­ 
v inced that war was imminent 
and that the Japanese were pre­ 
paring to attack. Yet this v ital 
information wras not relayed to 
Hawaii or to Gen. Douglas Mac-
